A lfred T^arzelere w a s the descendan t 
of an old fam ily of F ren ch nobility. 
H is a n cestors, Nic holas L aR esilicr and 
wife, 
Mary 
G ran ger, of New 
Lotts, 
Long Island, N. Y., w ere m em b ers of 
the D u tch Church at Flat bush, L ong 
Island, in 1677, and w ere on the a s ­ 
se ss m en t 
rolls of 
Flat bush In 1683. 
N ich olas I I , son of th e N icholas w h o 
first cam e to A m erica, rem oved from 
Staten 
Island, New 
York, to 
B u ck s 
County, 
Pa., in 
1741. 
N ich olas III., 
son of the first settler in B u ck s C ou nty 
was born on Staten Islan d in 1734. He 
served in the A m erica n R evolution and 
is buried in the E p iscop al Cem etery at 
Bristol, Pa. 
A lfred Larzelere*, born in B u ck s Co., 
Pa., D ecem ber 3, 1811, w as the son of 
N ich olas IV., w h o died in 1815. 
An 
un cle reared A lfred until lie w as s i x ­ 
teen y e a rs old. 
In 1827 Alfred cam e 
with h is cousin, J o sep h L arzelere, to 
Z anesville, Ohio. On February 6, ISSI, 
he m arried M argaret W eaver of Z a n e s ­ 
ville.

A bang up Fourth w ithout a bang u p ! ” 
T h a t appeal to the nation was issued today by the 
National Safety Council in its campaign to reduce the 
huge annual toll of accidents over the Fourth of Inly 
noliday. 


Emphasizing the fact that the an n u al July accident 
toll is greater than in a n y other m onth of the year and 
that ii large part of this toll is duo to the Independence I )ay 
holiday, the Council asked every citizen to use greater 
care in driving, swim m ing, boating and other holiday 
activities, and not to use explosives or fireworks. 
The Council suggested six general rules to avert 
holiday tragedy: 


1 . Start early on your holiday trip. Give yourself 
plenty of time to get there and back by driving m oder­ 
ately. Sixty-one per cent of fatal traffic accidents occur 
atter dark. 


I. W atch out for su n burn! It creeps up on you and 
can be dangerous. A little of it at a time is the best way. 
3. Use com m on sense in the water. Wait an hour 
after eating. Be sure of th e depth. K now that a lifeguard 
is handy. 
4. D o n ’t use fireworks! 
5. Don t drive if you drink. 
6. 
I ake it easy. G et back safe and sound. Be alive 
on the Fifth!
